Baseball  at  Northwestern  was  in 
another  lean  season  in  1962  as  the 
Demon  diamond  men  prepared  to 
meet  Northeast  in  a  final  double- 
header  at  Monroe  May  9. 

Prior  to  a  scheduled  pair  of 
games  with  Centenary  at  Stroud 
Field  May  8,  the  Demon  record 
was  2-14  in  the  Gulf  States  Con- 
ference and  6-22  overall.
